New York.—A Sun special from 
Washington says: Ry direction of the 
Secretary of War, the Adjutant-General 
of the Army is preparing an order 
assigning six regiments of the regular 
infantry to take action in the Philip¬ 
pines.

NOT TO BE HANGED. 

Reprieve for Lleutenaat W ark— A Re¬ 
markable Criminal Case. 

London.—Lieutenant Wark of the 
Royal Artillery, who was sentenced to 
death on the charge 6f murdering Miss 
Jane Yates of Liverpool, a girl of good 
family, by conspiring with her to pro¬ 
cure an illegal operation which resulted 
in her death, has been reprieved. 

The evidence in the case tended to 
show that the girl was solely responsi¬ 
ble. She made a statement before she 
died exonerating Wark, who, after the 
jury had returned a verdict of guilty, 
protested his innocence in open court. 
Wark, who is an Irishman, is 46 years 
of age and married. He enlisted as a 
private about thirty years ago and ren¬ 
dered distinguished service in the 
Afghan war. He met Miss Yates 
while he was stationed at Liverpool. 
She was a pupil in a riding school 
there. The witnesses for the defense 
showed that Wark tried to persuade 
her not to undergo the operation, but 
on her insisting he promised to stand 
by her. 

The scene in court when he protested 
his innocence was highly dramatic, 
and was followed by an extraordinary 
1 demonstration against the trial Judge 
when the latter left the courtroom.

1 declaring that, even if the verdict were 
1 legal, it would be an outrage to carry 
E out the sentence, as Wark was evident- 
I ly entirely inVocnt of deliberate partic- 
■ ipation in the girl’s crime.

Under the terms of 
the susbtitute, which will be intro¬ 
duced next week, the United States 
will open negotiations with Nicaragua 
and Costa Rica to acquire the strip of 
ground lying in Nicaraguan territory 
and proposed to he ceded under the 
Frelinghuyeen treaty. 

Sentaor Cafferv offered a resolution t 
providing for negotiations with Great. ^ 
Britain for the abrogation of the Clay- 
ton-Bulwer treaty. It. is purposed to [ 
do dipomatically what the ultra-radi¬ 
cal friends of the waterway would do 
by ignoringthe provisions of the treaty. 
The Administration had no such pur- I 
pose, however. This was clearly con¬ 
veyed to the British Embassador by 
Secretary of State Hay.

A SERIES OF LETTERS. 

General Henry, Military Governor of 

Torto Rico, Kxplaius Hie Policy. 

Sail Juan de Porto Rico.—General 
Guy V. Henry, Military Governor of 
the Island of Porto Rico, in a series of 
letters to the council gives details of t 
the policy which the Mayors are urged 
to maintain in the inUueot of public 
health and order. He point!* out that ] 
the responsibilities have increased with j 
the increase of their field of action. 

No person is to be imprisoned with¬ 
out specific charges being preferred; all 
persons now in prison without such 
charges against them are to be freed; , 
customs duties and money values must ‘ 
he regulated by the United States Con¬ 
gress,but the towns are to be improved , 
by the adoption of American standards, 
with a view of educating the people in 
patriotism and self-reliance; resort to 
military power is o lie had only when 
absolutely necessary and soldiers who 
do not respect the civil authorities are 
to lie severely dealt with. 

Generali Henry appeals to Porto 
Ricans to smother their political differ¬ 
ences and to unite in behalf of their 
country. In a second letter the Mili¬ 
tary Governor says: 

“I am anxious to have the people 
feel that they can be directly repre¬ 
sented here for the purpose of com¬ 
plaints, grievances and recommenda¬ 
tions. P therefore instruct the council 
to inform the Mayors that they may 
1 send here on or before December 19tli 
two delegates from each Mayoralty, 

' one Liberal and one Radical, to be 
! chosen by the respective Municipal 
1 Councils. I shall listen to the voice 
■ of the people through these delegates, 

• and shall examine and consider what 

> they lay before me.” 

These letters are to lie generally 
t published, and a copy of ths second is 

> being Bent to all post commanders, who 
5 will report as to cases where proper 
1 delegates are not sent. 

It being evident that the civil courts

The obvious purpose of ttie Episcopal 
Church Is to discourage divorce lu the 
hope that greater discretion will be 
shown in choosing husbands and wives 
and in the belief that married people 
will be the more faithful to their mar¬ 
riage vows If the remedy of divorce Is 
surrounded by severe restrictions and 
tin opportunity to remarry Is stringent¬ 
ly limited. Rtglit-miuded people will 
agree that these are worthy objects, 
while the subject plainly presents many 
serious difficulties in the way of a prac¬ 
tical settlement. The sentiment In fa¬ 
vor of the adoption of vigorous provis¬ 
ions on this subject is steadily growing 
lu the church, and It is to be hoped that 
this growth Is Indicative of a similarly 
Increasing sentiment outside of the de¬ 
nominational Hues. 

The officers of foreign missionary so¬ 
cieties look for new opiiortuultles of 
religious work ns one result of the re¬ 
cent war. Through lack of mutual un¬ 
derstanding. It lias sometimes happen¬ 
ed that one missionary organization lius 
entered a Held already occupied by an¬ 
other. Such a proceeding Involves a 
waste of energy, and some times leads 
to unpleasant differences. To avoid 
anything of tills kind, a conference was 
recently held of the secretaries of for¬ 
eign missionary societies or Protestant 
denominations to consider the wisest 
distribution of work In Cuba. Porto 
Rico and the Philippine and Caroline 
Islands. Tile purpose of the conference 
was to enable each society to assume re- 
siHiusibility for certain parts of the ter¬ 
ritory, and to arrange for a certain 
measure of co-operation. For instance, 
it is intended that there shall be a kind 
of bureau of information, to study the 
conditions which exist and to commu¬ 
nicate to each society the facts which It 
needs to know for the most effective 
work In its chosen tleld. It was found 
that seven mission boards are ready to 
engage In work lu Cuba, three In Porto 
Rico, three in the Philippine Islands 
and one, the American Board, wishes to 


resume Its work in the Caroline Islands 
at the earliest opportunity. The Pres¬ 
byterians, Baptists and Methodists— 
North and South: the Congregatlonal- 
lsts. I'nited Brethren, Episcopalians 
and Friends are represented in this 
movement. It is assumed that what¬ 
ever form of government may be estab¬ 
lished in tile Islands hitherto under the 
sovereignty of Spain, religious lllierty 
will lie guaranteed, and it is intended 
that tlie preaching of tlie Gospel of 
peace shall follow as quickly and as 
widely as possible the distressing rav¬ 
ages of war. 

Hypnotism is still the subject of sci- 
ontllic experiment in France, especially 
in the Salpetriere and Nancy schools. 
Dr. Rene Potelet in a recent interview 
holds that it is impossible to hypnotize 
an unwilling subject, ami that women 
are much more easily Influenced by 
hypnotic suggestion that men because 
a majority of them suffer either from 
hysteria or neurasthenia, while among ; 
men three in ten are hysterical. Dr. ' 
Potele-t's experiments are interesting 
as a study in wbat may be called the ; 
morals of hypnotism. Among other 
facts he has demonstrated that as a 
rule a patient after having been hypno¬ 
tized once or twice has a great liking 
for the person who thus Influences her* 
and will readily do his bidding unless I 
he suggests something to which her in¬ 
stincts or education objects. He also j 
thinks that In case the patient has a 
dislike to a person that dislike may be 
cultivated by the experimenter until 
she Is willing, for instance, to write a 
will or even to commit murder at his 
dictation. In this opinion Dr. Korner 
also coincides. In view of these dec- 1 
laratloDs and the possibilities they 
open up the subject of hypnotism will 
probably soon demand the attention of 
law-makers, especially in France. 

No more than any other citizen will , 
the American forest owner or lumber¬ 
man "sin against light” in the conduct *j 
of his business when 't lias been fairly 
brought home to his convictions that | 
the methods he has heretofore pursued I 
are not only detrimental to the broad- j 
est interests of the country, but are 
certain, if continued, to place his call- i 
Ing on rhe list of tilings that were. He j 
needs but to bo satisfied on these 
points, and to liave better methods ex¬ 
hibited as both practicable and profit- i 
able, to Induce the general adoption of 
such methods. Through newspaper 
articles, pamphlets and lectures he has 
already become fairly conversant with 
the evils of prevailing methods in 
using, or rather misusing, our forests, i 
What Is now needed is the spread of , 
minute and eorreet information as to 1 
the practical application of scientific I 
forestry. It Is a wise step, therefore, i 
that Just taken by the national forestry [ 
bureau, in offering to send free of 
charge to all owners of timber lands 
and wood lots a book of instructions 
ns to the best methods of harvesting a i 
forest crop. “Further than this, it will, 
so far as the funds of the department 
will permit, furnish to every owner or , 
standing timber or wood lots, working f 
plans for the harvesting of his jmrticu- ( 
lar tract or tracts. Owners of small ' 
tracts will receive assistance without 
cost. Owners of large tracts, involving 
difficult problems of working, will 1 
share In the expense of the solution of 
these problems. A government agent | 
Is sent on application to look over the j 
tract of woods or timber. He examines 
the tract, shows how thf merchantable ! 
timber may best lie handled or preserv- j 
ed, and how the cut-over portions can j 
best be reforested. A person wishing [ 
to take advantage of this offer tiy the ! 
Government can do so by applying to I 
Gifford Plnehot, forester. Department j 
of Agriculture, Washington, D. C.” 
There can be little doubt that the de- ! 
inand for the intelligent guidance thus \ 
offered will be large. And It is slguifl 
earn that the advance of forestry to the | 
position of u scientific calling Is draw- | 
ing "back to the soil," as It were, no j 
small proportion of the intellectual 
youth of the country, whose opportuni¬ 
ties have heretofore been largely enu 
strued as limited to the professions of 
law, medicine and divinity. Gifford 
Plnchot, who has succeeded Prof. Fer- j 
now as forester in the Department of 
Agriculture, is a graduate of Yale, and 
muny other graduates of that and oth¬ 
er universities are enthusiastically 
pressing into the openings afforded 
by the awakening of the uatiou to the 
importance of forestry.

The stamps 
cover every |>ortlon of a bedroom set." 
consisting of bedstead, dresser, com¬ 
mode and chairs. They are secured to 
the set with the aid of glue, and then 
covered with heavy spar varnish. They j 
can he washed, in their present condl- i 
tlou, without Injury. The beginning of j 
this strange collection dates back many l 
years. The tirst chair of the set that I 
was decorated was owned by a colored 
family iu Virginia in the middle of the 
last century. Gradually the chair puss 
ed from hand to hand until it cume into 
the possession of its present owner. 
There ore nearly two millions of stumps 
lu the collection, which coustautly in¬ 
creases In value, as Its possessor is con¬ 
tinually adding to the pieces of her 
uuique set.

W _ef So many of us 
take offense at be¬ 
ing put on a level with the poorest, 
least cultivated, and most sinful, and 
as having to go In at the same narrow 
gate. There Is no private entrance to 
the kingdom of heaven for the wise 
and prudent, and no carriage entrance 
for the rich. We all have to come as 
sinners; that common characteristic ob¬ 
scures our differences of rank, wealth, 
ability or education, and If we insist 
on our being dealt with otherwise than 
the mass of our inferiors in these re¬ 
spects are dealt with we shall not be 
healed. The old proverb says that “the 
king must travel by tlie cadger's road," 
and that Is especially true atiout the 
way of salvation. We are not dealt 
with as superior persons who happen 
to be sinners, but as sinners happen to 
be, or to think themselves, superior 
persons, and must be content to be 
saved iu tlie same fashion, and on the 
•nine terms, as the lowest and worst. 

Again. Naaman boggled at the sim¬ 
plicity of tlie means. He would have 
liked a more esthetic mode of cleans¬ 
ing. which would appeal to sense, and 
give 1) 1 in something to look at. Human 
nature, rather than priestly ambition, 
has turned the gospel of salvation by 
faith Into a sacramental, ceremonial, 
uot to say magical, system. If a man 
will only come and "wave his hand 
over the place," some of us think that 
we shall be healed, ami we turn away 
from tlie simple prescription, “wash, 
and be clean.” 

AgaJn, Naaman would have liked to 
had something more to do, as his serv¬ 
ants wisely told him. That, too, is a 
constant disease of human nature. Tell 
men that they will get salvation by 
penances, mortification of the fiesh, 
hair shirts and scourges, or by swing¬ 
ing with hooks in tlieir backs, or by 
measuring tlie distance from Gape 
Comorin to tlie Gauges by laying them¬ 
selves down every half-dozen steps at 
full length on the path, and they will 
do these things; tell them that they 
have nothing to do but wash* In the 
fountain opeued, and they will be 
clean, and they often go away in a 
rage. 

But though for a time pride overcame 
need, Naaman swallowed his pride. 
Probably the prophet's demeanor had 
done him some good, anil he was too 
‘•nger to be cured to lei his pride lose 
him a chance of healing. So, after his 
passion had foamed itself away, he did 
as lie was bid. Some rudimentary 
faith must liave been iu him, or he 
would not liave taken the journey to 
the river. That faith must have been 
tried as he dipped himself ill the stream 
six times and found no change; but it 
was rewarded when, after the seventh, 
he came up out of Jordan, and found 
that Its despised waters had made the 
swollen, glittering, morbid flesh "like 
unto the flesh of a little child.” We 
may have the same experience iu our 
cleansed hearts if we will go lu faith to 
Jesus, and say: 

Black, I to the fountain tty; 

Cleanse me, Saviour, or I die.

church. He was Ihiiu 
I n Pleasant Town¬ 
ship April 4, 1824, 
and received his : 
early education tu ' 
the rude log school- j 
house with red oak 
piinclieou floor, with j 
slabs split and dreas- 
bev. Matthews, ed for seats and wri¬ 
ting desks, and an open flreplace at one 
end of the schoolroom for heating pur- I 
poses. He atteuded school at the old ' 
mansion house, Delaware. Ohio, the j 
tirst session after it had been changed 
into the Ohio Wesleyan 1'niverslty. 

He began his career by teaching 
country schools and was licensed as a j 
local minister in 1840; was ordaineu | 
deacon by Bishop Jones in 1858 and eld- J 
er by Bishop Ames iu 1871. Active j 
labors in the ministry were Interrupted j 
somewhat by his election four times to 
the office of treasurer of Pleasant Couu- j 
ty. iu 1855 aud 1857 and again in 1871 
and 1873, during which time he declined 
a regular appointment, but served as a 
supply and tilled t.he pulpit at several 
points. 

During his ministerial labors he has 
married over 1,000 persons and offi¬ 
ciated at half that number of funerals. 
He sprang from a sturdy English fam¬ 
ily. who settled iu Maryland previous 
to the war of the revolution. His 
parents were among the tirst settlers in 
the Northwest territory, and his father 
served In the war of 1812.

American Apple* in Europe.

| If good fruit Is chosen, such as will 
stand a long voyage—the Baldwin ap¬ 
ple, for instance—he is confident that 
; the business will prove to be a paying 
j one. Complaint has been made in Ger¬ 
many against American fruit because 
! of the fear of the introduction of the 
j San Jose scale, which is one of the 
, most destructive diseases known to 
fruit. Investigation lias shown that the 
fear of the Germans has been exagger- 
j ated. It is uot denied that the Sau 
Jose scale Is found in some parts of 
j tlie United States, but diseased fruit is 
I not shipped abroad. Such a course 
| would soon result lu destroying the ex- 
, port business. German experts are now 
; In the United States studying our fruit. 

; So far as known they have not advised 
exclusion. Americans have much to 
j learn about packing fruit, but they are 
| gaining a strong hold in the foreign 
, markets. For the five years preceding 
18l)d the annual average of shipments 
of fruit from this country to Germany 
amounted to over $4,000,000.—Baltl- 
! more American. 

A Double Barn. 

The accompanying illustration shows 
a plan for a barn with double drlve- 
! ways In which the distinguishing fea- 
| ture is the great amount of loft room, 
j Four gables added to the main roof 
space give almost another story’s ca- 
; paclty to the barn, making it possible 
! to use nearly tlie whole of the lower 
floor for stock. With a silo and the 
root cellar that will be found In the 
basement It will be possible to carry a 
large stock on the fodder that can be 
stored beneath the roofs. There are 
many conveniences about a double 
barn, and when one is to be built the

Fu'A Kollinii Winter Grain. 

While the roller is a good Implement 
for fining aud smoothing the surface 
soil, it can very rarely be used effect¬ 
ively after winter grain Is sown. Al¬ 
most all farmers agree that if soil Is 
heavy. It will produce better crops of 
winter grain if the soil Is left rough 
after it is seeded. All the lumps are 
dissolved by winter freezing, and they 
furnish tlie fine, rich dust that Is need¬ 
ed to fall upon the roots as they have 
been lifted up by frost. Tlie only con¬ 
ditions when rolling is helpful to winter 
grain are when tlie soil is light, aud 
liable to blow away Iu winter. In such 
case ttie rolling should be done as soon 
as the grain is sown. It will pack the 
light soil around the roots, and thus 
cause the wheat to make enough 
growth so as to partially firoteet Itself 
from winter killing, and will lessen the 
effects of winds in blowing away sur¬ 
face soil. 

Onions as Food. 

Despite their disagreeable effects as 
breath perfumers, the common onion is 
much the most healthful vegetable 
growu. and all would be healthier if 
onions cooked In some way were a part 
of the dally diet Drinking milk after 


the oalon will to a great extent absorb 
the odor. Those farmers who grow and 
use many onions keep their health bet¬ 
ter than do those who are too dainty to 
eat this vegetable. In southern Europe 
raw onions are eaten as part of the 
dally meal, laying a slice of onion on 
tlie bread and then biting through both 
together. The Spaniards liave a very 
mild onion that is quite commonly 
eaten thus. 

Choice Bacon. 

The secret of producing choice bacon, 
says the American Swineherd, lies la 
the feed trough. If any one doubts 
this, let him put two Poland-China, 
Berkshire, Chester-White, Duroc. Jer¬ 
sey or any of our recognized breeds of 
hogs in two different pens, feed one all 
the corn he can eat until fat, and the 
other boiled potatoes, milk, barley or 
wheat ground tine and some pea meal 
until fat (tlie old country way). Kill 
both, put in dry salt for six or sevea 
weeks, then take out aud wash, and 
liaug It up in the kitchen or drying 
house until thoroughly dried; tlieu cut 
off a good, big chunk and boil It, l*t 
it stand till cold; then cut off a few 
slices, and you will see the corn-fed 
meat Is uot so firm. Is more oily, and 
not so many streaks of lean as meat 
fed on barley, potatoes, milk, etc., and 
this Is all the difference you or any one 
else can detect. 

Cats Around Burns. 

The habit which many people have of 
petting cats and keeping them close by 
the kitchen fire very soon destroys the 
hunting Instinct aud makes the cat 
good for nothing as a mouser. On the 
farm especially, the proper place for a 
cat is at the barn, where it can make 
itself useful killing the mice or rats 
that destroy the grain. It is a mistake 
to suppose that a cat will suffer from 
cold while thus employed. Exercise 
will keep the blood circulating, and the 
cat will be quite as warm if kept dry 
as It would be dozing by the fire, and 
breathing the vitiated air that is al¬ 
ways found near the floors of dwell¬ 
ings. The eat will usually. If there is 
a chair or a bed iu the room, make that 
her resting place. 

Green Tomato Suluble. 

The tomato differs from most other 
vegetables iu tlie fact that while early 
in the season only well-ripened fruit 
will sell, yet later, when frost has cut 
the vines, there is always a sharp de¬ 
mand for green tomatoes for pickling 
uses. It is, therefore, no loss to have 
some late-ripening vines, which will 
not be ready for the early market. 
There are, besides, on all vines that 
have borne an early crop some toma¬ 
toes tliut are green and can be sold for 
pickles. What money the farmer 
gets for these is so much cleat - gain, as 
in most cases the vines have more than 
paid for all tlie labor given them by 
profits from previous sales.

Private Market for Butter. 

A farmer who has all the facilities 
and who knows how to make the best 
butter ought always to sell It to private 
customers, who will also take his fresh 
eggs and other farm products at prices 
somewhat higher than he can get tu the 
open market. But if he does this he 
must obligate himself to supply what is 
needed throughout the year, aud that 
it shall never be below the standard. It 
is tliis last condition that prevents 
farmers from making such bargains. 
To make the best butt\r in winter re¬ 
quires care In feeding, and also in han¬ 
dling milk and cream, which too many 
are unwilling to undertake. 

Curing a Kicking Horae. 

A kicker is a failure on the farm, if 
not cured of the habit. They not only 
injure themselves, but other animals, 
aud sometimes their owner. They may 
lie cured by a swinging iron bar or pipe 
across the stall door. Drive a staple 
about five or six feet from floor on each 
side of stall; tie rope In each and swing 
bar at ends about a foot from floor, or 
high enough to strike horse about 
books. He can kick this to his heart’s 
content and not hurt himself, as It will 
swing out of the way. Iu a week's 
time he will not notice anything touch¬ 
ing his heels. 

The Demand for Qnincea. 

There is a poor apple crop this year 
In most places, aud as a result there Is 
very little demand for quinces, whose 
use as a fruit seems more to give flavor 
to the apple sauce than to be eaten by 
Itself. The quince is a very rich fruit, 
and is also hard, even when thoroughly 
cooked. It Is therefore difficult of di¬ 
gestion. But a few pieces of quince cut 
thin and placed in apple pie will give 
It a delicious flavor, such as no apple 
sauce could have without It. 

Variety of Feed for Stock. 

In feeding stock of any kind It is im¬ 
portant that it be furnished a variety 
of food. This is not merely a matter of 
flavor, for different kinds of food fur¬ 
nish usually different nutrition. A 
great deal of the success of animals 
pastured lies In the fact that they are 
able to select their own rations, and the 
care they will take to do this indicates 
that this Is a matter of greeter Import¬ 
ance than It ie usually considered.

'SIc.'obM In Milk. 

It will be teadily granted that the 
inspection of milk and its sources of 
supply is of even more importance from 
a pnblio health point of view than the 
inspection of meat, since milk is so 
largely used as the food of infants. 

Milk immediately it is taken from 
the healthy cow contains no microbes. 
Hardly has the milk settled in the pail 
than they abonud, so many as 10,000 
in one-quarter cubic inch having been 
detected. The question which naturally 
presents itself is, "Where do they come 
from:’’ From the soiled teats, from the 
soiled hands of the workers, from the 
atmosphere of the milkiug shed and 
from the pails themselves. They pos¬ 
sess the property of propagating very 
rapidly 

M. de Freudeurich of the Berne la¬ 
boratory asserts that milk just drawn 
containing in one-quarter cubic inch 
9,000 microbes seven hours later was 
found to contain (>0,000. After a period 
of 25 hours had elapsed 5,000,000 mi¬ 
crobes were present in the same quan¬ 
tity of milk, and the temperature be 
raised to 95 degrees F. the uiicrobio 
popnlatiou of the same milk (luring the 
same time would reach the enormous 
total of 812.500,000. 

Children appear particularly prone 
to contract consumption through the 
agency of milk containing tubercle 
bacilli.—Chambers’ Journal. 

How We Walk.

Iu not adopting this 
method, it is claimed that, as with all 
the other acts of life, we remain slaves 
of conventional aesthetics.

There Is a collection to be 
made for such a gallery of specimens 
of all the rocks, and plants, and flow¬ 
ers, and Insects of the place—the finest 
material for pleasant winter evening 
studies and classes In natural history. 
There is the organization of a hand for ! 
music In the summer evenings on the | 
green, with refreshments served by 
girls to raise money for some other ob¬ 
ject; a concert or lecture in the fall, 
perhaps. There are reading classes and 
dramatic clubs to he formed for the 
winter.

Some Queer Divisions off Time and j 
Names Applied to Them. 

The Chinese do not compute their 
time by centuries, but by periods of , 
sixty years (luck shiapsix wood); each , 
year in this space of time has Its own ; . 
name, partly relating to the five ele- j , 
ments adopted by the Chinese sages, 
viz., wood, fire, earth, mineral and 
water, partly connected with denomi¬ 
nations of live creatures, such as rat, 
cattle, tiger, hare, etc. From the com¬ 
bination of these two factors Into a 
double word results, at the same time, 
whether the year is a lucky or an un¬ 
lucky one. If, for Instance, wood and 
cattle meet In the name of a year, this 
signifies a good crop; fire nnd tiger 
prophesy a year of war. The year 18(17 
bore the name of dingh-dan—fire and 
fowl—and signifies a year of peace. 
The Chinese attach great value to these 
names, nnd are frequently governed In 
their enterprise by the fact whether 
the name of the year Implies luck or 
bad luck. The division of the year Is 
a two fold one. It being divided into 
twelve months and twenty-four semi¬ 
months. The latter bear the signs of 
the old Chinese zodiac, and are called 
rain water, vernal equinox, pure light, 
rain for the fruit, morning flush of 
summer, little rainy season, seed of the 
herbs, summer solstice, commencement 
of the heat, great heat, sign of autumn, 
end of the heat, white dew, etc. Like 
us, the Chinese have four seasons 
(mtia). The months have alternately 
twenty-nine iwenk months and thirty 
days (strong months); frequently leap 
months are introd' ed for the sake of 
equalization. Aci rdlng to the Chi¬ 
nese calendar, there are also two kinds 
of weeks, some of ten days and others 
of fifteen days, so that a month is di¬ 
vided either Into two or three weeks. 
The first days of the months are desig¬ 
nated by numbers, hut the first day is 
also called that of the weasel nnd the 
last one that of return, every day of 
the full moon being styled the day of 
hope. The night Is taken at seven 
hours, the day at five. The counting 
of the twelve hours, each equal to two 
of ours, commences at 11 o’clock at 
night. Frequently, however, the 
hours are also designated by animal 
names; thus the midnight hour Is 
called the hour of the rat, while the 
I midday hour Is that of the horse. 

, I Each hour is divided into double min¬ 
utes minutes, nnd seconds.—Staats 
Zeitung.

Disappearing Gun Carriages. 

The disappearing carriages are built 
In accordance with any one of a num¬ 
ber of mechanical principles; but, 
whatever system be employed, the 
practical operation Is the same. In 
front of the gun is an immense shield 
of sand and concrete presenting no 
projection or angles which would re¬ 
veal Its location. Behind this the guQ 
lies hid. It Is loaded, given the proper 
elevation and direction, rises, dis¬ 
charges its projectile, and the recoil 
returns It to Its hidden position. 

To test the value of such mountings 
the English conducted experiments at 
Fort land in 1885. A pit was dug in the 
natural slope of a hill, and in this pit 
a wooden model of a large gun was 
mounted upon a disappearing carriage. 

It was arranged to appear for half ft 
minute at intervals of three minutes, 
emit a puff of smoke and disappear, 
The Hercules at eight hundred yards 
fired in ten minutes sixty-nine hundred 
and ten rounds from the machine gnus 
and twenty-nine rounds from its six- 
pounders. The gun stuck at the sev¬ 
enth minute and could not he hauled 
down. In spite of this it was struck 
only sixteen times, and had it been 
steel the effect would have l>ocn sim¬ 
ply to scratch the paint. Besides this, 
twenty-eight ten-inch shells were fired 
at It from a distance of twenty-five 
hundred yards and no hits were made, 
the shell striking from three hundred 
yards short to three hundred yards 
over, and from one hundred and twenty 
yards lef? to one hundred and thirty 
yards right. This was under circum¬ 
stances unfavorable to the gun. since 
it did not return the lire. A fixed gun 
subjected to a similar test was struck 
over two hundred times. 

Corn Bread in the South. 

The way corn bread is prepared In 
the South places it aptoug the dainties 
to a man who loves good tilings, and if 
people do not grow fat and large on it 
the reason Is not forthcoming. For 
breakfast, besides the biscuits, there 
is set near tlie head of tlie family ft 
plate upholding a thin square of egg 
bread, with a crust as brown as oys¬ 
ters fried in tlie French market ftt 
New Orleans.

- pone—brittle of crust nnd with a crumb 
that melts In the mouth. For the evou- 
I Ing meal—It’s supper and not dinner in 
1 the country—one's mouth Is set to 
watering ns soon as he approaches the 
table by a stack of steaming and but¬ 
tered corn batter cakes. Why should¬ 
n’t one grow robust whore such things 
tempt in abundance.

WILL ABOLISH WAR. 


ELECTRICIAN TESLA DEVISES 
A NEW POWER. 

Claims It Will Render Useless the 
Navies of the World-Destrovs Dis¬ 
tance. and from a Base In New York 
Cnn Operate in Europe. 


NIKOLA TESLA. 

Whose Discovery, It Is Cla med, Will Abolish War and Change the Fate 
■'*' of Nations. 


W HEN all the world Is ring¬ 
ing with rumors of au im¬ 
pending colossal conflict 
there comes from the laboratory of one 
Of the great magicians of science the 
announcement of the development of a 
power which lie believes Is destined Im¬ 
mediately to usher in the era of uni¬ 
versal peace by the demonstration of 
Its ability to destroy, without the possi¬ 
bility of defense, the mightiest arma¬ 
ments of all the naval powers. 

In the words of Nikola Tesla, the 
electrician, "war will cease to be possi¬ 
ble when all the world knows to-mor- 
pow that the most feeble of the nations 
can supply Itself immediately with a 
.weapon which will render its coast se- 
jCure and Its ports Impregnable to the 
‘assaults of the united armadas of the 
world. Battleships will cease to be built 
and the mightiest armorelnds and the 
most tremendous artillery afloat will be 
Of no more use thau so much scrap 
Iron. And this (resistible power can be 
exerted at any distance by au agency 
Of so delicate, so impalpable a quality 
that I feel that I am Justified In pre¬ 
dicting that the time will come, Incred¬ 
ible as It may seem, when it can be 
called into action by the mere exercise 
of the human will.” 

In brief, Mr. Tesla’s latest and most 
Startling miracle consists In an applica¬ 
tion of electricity whereby, without the 
Interposition of any artificial medium 
Of eoinmuuleatiou, one man can control 
and direct, with absolute exactitude, 
the movements of any type of vessel, 
balloon or land vehicle, at any distance 
that uiuy l>e desired. From a station 
on shore, or from the deck of a vessel 
under way, a torpedo boat equipped 
With Mr. Tesla's controlling device 
may be propelled either on or below 
the surface, maneuvered at will In any 
direction, and finally brought into con¬ 
tact and exploded against the side of 
a hostile vessel at any point within the 
range of the vision of the operator. 

More than this, assuming that It were 
possible to accurately locate the posi¬ 
tion of the vessel which It Is desired 
to destroy, the torpedo boat could be di¬ 
rected to it. even if the ship lay In the 
harbor of Southampton and the oper¬ 
ator were stationed at Sandy Hook. 
With such marvelous possibilities of 
destruction, it Is hardly to be wondered 
that Mr. Tesla firmly believes that the 
days of the supremacy of sea power are 
■umbered. 

Hitherto, says Mr. Tesla, the ouly 
menus of controlling the movements of 
a vessel from a distance have been sup¬ 
plied through the means of a flexible 
conductor such as an electric cable, but 
this system Is subject to obvious limi¬ 
tations, such as are Imposed by the 
length, weight and strength of the con¬ 
ductor which can be practically used; 
by the difficulty of maintaining, with 
safety, the high speed of the vessel or 
ahnnging the direction of her move¬ 
ments with rapidity, by the necessity 
Of effecting the control from a point 
which Is practically fixed, and from 
ttiuuy other drawbacks which are In¬ 
separably connected with such a sys¬ 
tem. 

The plan which I have perfected In¬ 
volves none of these objections, for I 
am enabled by the use of my invention 
to employ any means of propulsion, to 
Impart to the moving body or vessel 
the highest possible speed, to control 
tin operation of Its machinery and to 
direct Its movements from either a fix¬ 
ed point or from a body moving and 
changing Its direction, however rapid¬ 
ly, and to maintain this control over 
great distances, without any artificial 
connections between the vessel and the 
apparatus governing Its movements, 
and without such restrictions as these 
must necessarily Impose. 

Mr. Tesla then went on to give a 
practical example of the workings of 
the model which the eorres;>ondent de¬ 
scribes: 

Elevated on stocks oil a table in the 
center of Mr. Tesla’s laboratory in New 
Turk stood a model of a screw-prcpel- 
Jed craft, about four feet long and 
somewhat disproportionately wide and 
deep. The deck was slightly arched 
and surmounted by three slender stand¬ 
ards. the center one being considerably 
higher than the other two, which car¬ 
ried small Incandescent bulbs, a third 
bulb being fixed at the bow. 

The keel consisted of a massive cop¬ 
per plate, the propeller and rudder be¬ 
ing in the usual position. Mr. Tesla 
explained that the boat contained the 
propelling machinery, consisting of an 
electric motor actuated by a storage 
battery In the hold, another motor to 
actuate the rudder and the delicate 
met nanism which performs the func¬ 
tion of receiving through the central 
standard the electric Impulse sent 
through the atmosphere from the dis¬ 
tant operating station, which set In mo¬ 
tion the propelling and steering motors, 
and through them light or extinguish 
the electric bulbs and fire the explod¬ 
ing charge In a chamber in the bow In 
response to signals sent by the oper¬ 
ator. 

“Now, watch,” said the Inventor; and 
going to a table on the other side of the 
room, on which lay a little switch¬ 
board about five inches square, he gave 
the lever a sharp turn. Instantly the 
little bronze propeller began to revolve 
St a furloua rate. “Now I will send the 
boat to starboard,” be said, and anoth- 
si quick movement of the lever sent the 
helm sharp over, and another move¬ 
ment turned It as rapidly back again. 
At another signal the screw stopped 
aad reversed. 

“Daring the day,” continued Mr. Ta** 



la, bis hand still on the lever, “we 
should steer our course by keeping the 
two standards In line, but at night we 
should depend on the electric lights, 
which would, of course, be screened so 
as not to be visible to the enemy.” 
And at a signal both the tiny bulbs 
were Illuminated. 

“Now we will assume that the boat 
has arrived within striking distance of 
the vessel to be destroyed, and the bulb 
In the bow will serve to show that the 
explosion has taken place.” 

As he spoke he touched the lever 
again and the light flashed and was ex¬ 
tinguished. 

"Imagine, if you cau,” said Mr. Tesla 
as he went back to Ills desk, “what an 
ireslstlble instrument of destruction we 
have iu a torpedo boat thus controlled, 
which we can operate day or ulght. on 
the surface or below it, and from any 
| distance that may be desired. A ship 
thus assailed would have no possibil¬ 
ity of escape. 

“I cau apply this system of control 
to any type of vessel and of any size. 
It is not even necessary to make a close 
approach to the vessel to be destroyed. 
At the distance of 100 feot the explo¬ 
sion of 200 pounds of dynamite will 
exerta shattering effect on a battleship, | 
but there Is no reason why we should 
not load a vessel with 200 or 300 tons, i 
or even more, of dynamite, which, ex- ! 
ploded even a mile or so away, would 
raise a wave that would overwhelm j 
the biggest ship ever built. 

“But I have no desire that my fame 1 
should rest on the Invention of a mere¬ 
ly destructive device, no matter how 
terrible. I prefer to be remembered as 
the Inventor who succeeded In abolish¬ 
ing war. That will be my highest pride. 
But there are many peaceful uses to 
which my Invention can be put, con¬ 
spicuously that of rescuing the ship¬ 
wrecked. | 

“It will l>e perfectly feasible to equip 
our llfe-snving stations with life ears, 
or life l>oats, directed aud controlled 
frotu the shore, which will approach 
stranded vessels and bring off the pas¬ 
sengers uud crews without risking the 
lives of the brave fellows who are now 
forced to fight their way to the rescue | 
through the raging surf. It may also 
be used for the propulsion of pilot j 
boats, for carrying letters or provisions 
or insrumeuts to Inaccessible regions, 
for killing whales and for many other 
commercial or scientific purposes. 

“In the operations of war the radius 
of control would usually be limited by 
the range of the vision of the operator, 
whether afloat or ashore, but other¬ 
wise there is no limit to the distance. 
In order to give a practical Illustration 
of this It Is my Intention to exhibit a 
model of a torpedo boat at the Paris 
Exposition aud direct all Its move¬ 
ments from my office In New York, pre¬ 
cisely as I have shown you the working 
of the model here, except that In Paris 
I Intend to exhibit It afloat In a tank.” 

Mr. Tesla then stated that the elec¬ 
trical disturbances proceeding from the 
center of the control were of an Infini¬ 
tesimally feeble character, and be be¬ 
lieved that the time would come when 
It would be possible to bring them Into 
play by the mere exercise of the will 

A City of Champagne. 

Epernay, France, Is a vast subterran¬ 
ean “city of champagne.” For miles 
and miles there are streets hewn out of 
solid chalk, flanked with piles of cham¬ 
pagne of all blends and qualities. There 
Is no light in this labyrinth of streets, 
crossings and turnings, except what the 
spluttering candles afford. AU Is dark, 
dank and damp, with the temperature 
away down about zero. The largesit 
champague manufacturers In Epernay 
have underground cellars which cover 
forty-five acres and contain five million 
bottles of wine. There is a whole 
street in Epernay lined with fine cha¬ 
teaux, the proprietors of which possess 
similar establishments. The whole town 
Is honeycombed with these underground 
galleries for the manufacture and stor¬ 
age of champagne.

THE MARCHAND EXPEDITION. 

Anent the Territory in Dispute Be- 
tween France and England# 

The British ultimatum that the 
French should get out of the Nile val¬ 
ley and Great Britain's refusal to rec¬ 
ognize the political significance of the 
Marchand expedition brought to mu 
I ssue a question of two years’ standing. 

When Great Britain, acting for Egypt, 
began the reconquest of the Soudan in 
1890, France sent au expedition front 
French Congo into the interior to reach 
the southern Nile, If possible, before 
the English and claim authority there. 
This was the Marchand expedition. It 
consisted of six French officers, a doc¬ 
tor, another French civilian, an Arab 
Interpreter, aud four sergeants, who 
were to command the two companies 
of African troops. There were two gun¬ 
boats which could he carried by and in 
sections, and three aluminum boats. 
On April 13, 1 SOT. the mission left 
Bungl, and on June 17 the vanguard 
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reached Senito, on the Mbouiu, which Is 
not far distant from the Bahr-El-Ghaz 
el province of the southwestern Nile 
tributaries, and of which Fashoda is 
the capital. By March, 1898, Marchand 
had reached Meshra-El-ltek, on one of 
the tributaries to the Nile, aud Inst July 
he reached Fashoda. As Is well known, 
Gen. Kitchener took Omdurman on 
Sept. 2 and Immediately left for Fash- 
odu with a large force on five gunboats. 
This he took early In September and 
established garrisons there aud on the 
Sobat Ulver. Marchand had too small 
a force to repel the Auglo-Egyptlans, 
but he claimed to have made treaties 
with the chiefs of the Shlllooks, a tribe 
that rules the Fashoda district, which 
recognized the protectorate of France. 
Gen. Kitchener, however, denies there 
are any such treaties, und England re¬ 
fused to recognise Marchand as a po¬ 
litical factor at Fashoda. England 
claims for Egypt all the provinces 
which were formerly held by the 
Khedive before the Insurrection of the 
Mahdl. These provinces Included Fash¬ 
oda and the Nile almost to Uganda and 
the southwestern tributaries of th« Nile 
as well, reaching over toward French 
Congo. 

Hot Baths. 

A hot bath Is usually decried as pro¬ 
vocative of colds and other evils. Every 
one knows of cases of severe Illness oc¬ 
curring from exposure to the outer air 
after such ablutions. And yet nothing 
Is more refreshing, as nothing Is more 
harmless, If properly taken.

ONCE A SLAVE. 

Wonderful History of the Dow"ger 

Empress of China. 

I Fortune has played many strange 
I tricks in her time, but she was never 
In a more mischievous mood than 
when, by her magic, she changed a lit¬ 
tle slave-girl into the Empress of 400 
million slaves and the focus of the 
world's eyes of to-day. 

Her life story began half a century 
ago, iu the stormy days of the Tao l’lng 
rebellion, when the outskirts of Can¬ 
ton, where the little Yin I.ing lived, 
were ravaged by lawless bands, and no 
life was safe. Here she lived with her 
parents and young brother in the dir¬ 
est poverty, glad if she could get a 
modest share of tlic daily bowl of rice, 
and many days lacking even that. 

Her father, Id Tznn, belonged to the 
poorest grade of Chinamen, and when 
even the rich were reduced to poverty 
his family were in danger of absolute 
starvation. It was at tills crisis iu the 
family fortunes that Yin Idug, then a 
pretty girl of 14, besought her father 
to sell her as a slave that there might 
be one less to feed, aud something to 
feed the rest on. 

After a long struggle and many tears, 
the parents decided to part with her; 
and one day Id Tznn, taking his daugh¬ 
ter by the hand, walked Into Canton 
and knocked at the door of a great gen¬ 
eral, a cousin of the Emperor. 

The bargain was quickly concluded, 
and Yin Ling began bar life as a slave, 
becoming iu time sowing maid of Tl- 
doo's wife. 

A year passed, and the girl slowly 
blossomed Into a rare beauty, which, 
allied with a sweet disposition aud 
great intelligence, won the heart of her 
master and mistress, wlio became so 
attached to tbe winsome slave that 
they adopted her as their own child. 

Tutors were engaged for her, aud 
her mind quickly developed as her 
beauty had done, until her fame 
spread as that of the most beautiful 
and attractive girl in Canton.

The First Elevator. 

Elevators, or lifts, as they are called 
In England, are now considered Indis¬ 
pensable In high buildings, but otx tbe 
European continent they are but sel¬ 
dom found, even In the better hotels. 
This Is the more surprising since the 
Invention originated In Central Europe. 
The earliest mention of the elevator is 
made In a letter of Napoleon I., ad¬ 
dressed to his wife, the Archduchess 
Marla Louise. He writes to her that, 
when in Schoeubruon, then the summer 
residence of the Austrian Emperor, 
near Vienna, he used tihe “chaise vo¬ 
lants" (flying chair) in that castle, 
which had been constructed for Em¬ 
press Marla Theresa, to save her the 
annoyance of climbing up the long 
flight of stairs. It consisted of a small 
square room, sumptuously furnished 
with bangings of red silk, and suspend¬ 
ed by strong ropes, with counter¬ 
weights, so that It could be pulled up or 
let down with great ease In a shaft built 
for the purpose about 1700. The great 
Corsican mentions that when he first 
entered the “flying chair” he was asked 
for his weight and that of his two com¬ 
panions, probably In order to employ 
the proper counterweights, since lt was 
difficult for the operators to stop at the 
right point unless weights were about 
even. 

A similar elevator was built In the 
castle of Duke Charles of Lorraine 
about the same time, but this one was 
simpler, consisting only of a chair on a 
platform. 

Hung with Fatal Effect. 

While Frederick Remington was In 
the West he observed a well-executed 
portrait In a dark room on the wall of a 
cabin and asked whose picture lt was. 
“That's my husband,” said the woman 
of the bouae carelessly. “But It Is hung 
with fatal effect,” urged the artist, who 
remembered the fate of his first picture 
in the academy. “So was my husband,” 
snapped the woman, and the artist dis¬ 
continued his observations.—Pittsburg 
Dispatch.
